League championship victories for sides acclaimed as “attacking” are rare indeed in modern day football the world over. 


At the top the truly exciting sides, like West Ham over the past 20 
odd years, are accorded many accolades but their deficiencies usually 
become quite obvious and pronounced over the period of an entire 
league program, 

It is then that the qualities like experience, composure, efficiency, 
consistency and character become the essential ingredients in filling a 
club’s trophy cabinet. 

Sydney City have rarely sent my pulse racing with their daring 
exploits, outrageous committment to attack or any other of the often 
suicidal tendencies of those so-called attacking teams. 

However the Slickers do have three PSL Chasmuandtine to boast 
of — all of which have come in a five-year span. 

And watching them play as they did on Sunday as they beat 
Preston 2-0 one was left with the feeling of having seen the 
champions. Super-cool, unrelenting, at ease and clinically efficient 
are the Slickers. 

They are what every side with aspirations of success should model 
themselves on. 

Twice on Sunday characteristics of the Slickers title winning side 
become stark reality and really hit home the reason for their success. 

With the nonchalant skills of a professional in a champion side, 
John Kosmina — after a couple of skirmishes with Preston players of 
which none endeared him to the crowd — steadfastly refused to lose 
even a fraction of his concentration on the game. 

A fierce baying crowd and a couple of potentially bone-jarring 


tackles could not occasion him to lose sight of the paramount 
objective of the side — to win two points. 

Kosmina, it seemed, may even have initiated some of the incidents. 

Unaffected however, Kosmina not only rode some over zealous 
tackles but more than once came away with the ball dancing at his 
feet. 

The second harsh example was during the second half when the 
Slickers, looking at the most vunerable, were threatened by Preston's 
best move of the game involving George McMillan, Peter Boyle, 
Claude Lucchesi and Doug Brown.
